That  Is  witnessing  to  hint  it  the  Inspiration  of 
every  man  who  speaks  or  writes  God’s  name.  Jesus 
nils  the  horlxon  of  God’s  servants,  as  he  Is  the  full¬ 
ness  of  hint  that  mieth  all  In  all.  because  he  l«t  the 
••diligence  of  God's  glory  and  the  very  Image  of  bis 
subsume  Ar  he  Is  the  theme  of  the  Bible,  both 
old  an  l  new  covenants,  he  Is  also  the  active  agent 
and  upcrutlng  force  in  the  moral  and  physical 
universe  today.

It  1*  not  primarily  a 
history  - of  the  Jews,  certainlv  not  of  he  human 
rue*  It  is  an  Interpretation  of  the  work  of  Ood 
In  the  world.  Back  of  the  physical,  material 
thing*  ii ml  the  human  figures,  the  prophet*  saw 
the  mof lag  active  figure  of  Jehovah  Ood.  Juet  as 
John  on  the  Isle  of  Pstmos  saw  the  8on  of  Man 
walking  amid  the  golden  lampitands.  which  were 
churches  It  I*  this  ability  to  see  Ood  and  Inter¬ 
pret  him  that  makes  the  writer*  of  history  In  the 
Ol Testament  the  prophets  of  God. 

Then  came  the  prophets  of  the  later  time  like 
Isaiah  and  Jeremiah  and  Ksektel  and  Daniel  and 
minor  prophets  who  were  not  historians  but  teach¬ 
ers,  Interpreters  of  Ood  on  a  wider  scale  than 
through  local  happenings  These  were  not  chronic¬ 
lers  of  events,  they  were  prophet*  and  exponenU 
of  truth.  Interpreter*  of  the  mysteries  of  God  and 
heralds  of  the  coming  kingdom. 

Thu*  the  Bible  I*  made  up  of  what  Jesus  began 
to  do  and  teach,  Ikin't  let  ua  forget  the  doing, 
and  don’t  let  us  forget  the  teaching.  Hut  does  not 
Ood  In  Christ  continue  to  do  and  teach?  Are  there 
not  activities  of  God  yet  to  chronicle?  And  I* 
there  nbt  yet  truth  to  proclaim?  Do  we  not  need 
today  men  who  can  and  will  show  ua  how  God  1* 
working  mightily  In  the  world  and  through  the 
churches?  la  He  not  as  active  today  as  hs  ever 
was?  And  may  we  not  reverently  obeerve  his 
acts?  Does  he  not  have  men  who  ran  Interpret 
for  us  bl*  will  and  make  hia  troth  shine  with  a 
holy  luatre? 

We  d*  not  claim  for  any  man  or  agency  today 
the  same  divine  Inepiration  which  enables  him  to 
upcak  or  write  with  the  same  authority  and  to- 
fallibility  aa  the  Bible  writers.

Lett  atand 
for  a  higher  standard  of  morale,  brethren.  iGet'e 
stand  together — back  up  one  another,  For  If  we 
do  not  stand  together— aad  will  be  the  out  dome.

HOW  CAN  WB  KEKP  OUR  COLLE3E8 
CHRISTIAN? 

Anyone  who  knows  the  history  of  Ameilcan 
colleges! cannot  but  view  with  alarm  the  tendency 
of  Institutions  founded  upon  a  Christian  baali  to 
become  bag.m  In  their  tone.  Institution  after  In¬ 
stitution  which  w*e  built  on  .the  sacrifice*  of 
and  prefer*  of  earnest  Christiana  and  which  was 
nurture  I  by  a  specific  denomination  has  dri  ’ted 
away  frdm  Its  early  faith,  and  haa  either  cut  If  self 
off  completely  from  the  religious  body  which 
founded  or  haa  retained  only  a  formal  connection. 
One  should  not  expect,  of  course,  a  college  to  hold 
strictly  to  the  doctrinal  statements  of  Its  founder*. 
Theologll  i  are  but  man 'a  explanations  of  eternal 
facta,  an|  like  most  explanations,  are  necessarily 
altered  tor  every  generation  which  la  eufflcledtly 
alive  to  no  Us  own  thinking.  The  difficulty]  Is 
not  so  much  a  change  In  the  Institution  Interpre¬ 
tation  of  the  facta  of  religion  as  the  Increasing 
absence  df  the  evidence  of  a  genuinely  Christian 
Ilf*. 

One  might  forgive  or  even  sympathise  with  a 
college  r  'liberal"  theology  and  Hs  independence 
of  the  bo|y  which  gave  It  birth,  but  one  finds]  It 
bard  to  fat-e  with  anything  but  disappointment  and 
a  conviction  that  there  haa  been  a  betrayal  jot 
trust  the  Increasing  non-Chrlstlan  atmosphere  (of 
Its  class  ri>i>ni»  and  cvtmpus.  So  common  has  this 
de-Chrlitldnlilng  beqouie,  however,  that  In  some 
quarters  It  Is  almost  taken  for  granted  that  the 
normal  cogne  for  a  "church"  college  Is  to  become 
Indistinguishable  from  a  state-supported  inwtlt^i- 
tlon,  esc.  pt  perhaps  In  slse.  Its  control  and  the 
sources  of  Its  fund*.  Statistics  are  deceptive  and 
In  uuch  matters  are  difficult  to  obtain,  and  It  |* 
doubtful  gbelhir  a  half  of  our  older  America! 
colleges  add  universities  which  were  foundpl 
through  -tile  churches  preserve  the  same  earnest 
Christian! ^Irit  that  they  had  fifty  or  saventy-flge 
yean  ago  Many  to  be  sure,  have  splendidly  kept 
the  faith,  and  are  today  greater  centers  of  light 
and  leadlog  than  they  were  In  their  youth.  With¬ 
out  them  the  world  would  be  Infinitely  poorer 
and  for  them  we  should  dally  be  thankful.  Ap 
alarmingly  large  number,  however,  have  been  re¬ 
creant  to  tkelr  mission.  And  so  widespread  an4 
fatal  has  been  the  malady  that  any  honeat  attempt 
to  find  the  remedy  mn*t  arouse  the  Interest  of  al| 
who  are  cotfcerned  for  Christian  higher  education 
and  call  forth  their  sympathetic  cooperation. 

The  task  Which  faces  the  commission  appointed 
by  tha  Northern  Baptist  Convention  la  of  vital 
significance,  not  only  to  the  body  which  It  to  toi 
serve,  bat  Co  the  entire  church  of  Christ  The 
findings  of  the  commission  may  ba  of  lmmeaaure- 
able  halp  to  all  Christian  bodies  In  this  country 
aad  abroad,  for  tha  tendency  la  not  oonflnsd  to 
this  oonntry,  but  la  found  wherever  there  la  aa 
Greet  Brltiea.  Europe,  or  on  the  mleeion  field. 


endowed  Christian  institution,  whether  In  Canada, 
If  we  are  to  solve  eo  Important  a  problem  it 
la  highly  Important,  first  ol  all,  that  we  determine 
the  criteria  by  whldh  we  are  to  judge  whether 
&  college  or  university  Is  becoming  non-Chrlstlan ; 
that,  in  the  second  place,  we  discover  the  causes 
of  any  deterioration  which  may  be  disclosed  by 
he  application  of  these  standards;  and  In  the  third 
place.that  we  find  the  remedy,  If  there  Is  one, 
and  apply  It.  The  standards  by  which  we  are  to 
Judge  whether  an  Institution  Is  fulfilling  its  Chris¬ 
tian  mission  are  fairly  eaally  established.  They 
were  suggested  long  ago  by  Jesus  himself.  “By 
their  fruits  ye  shall  know  them."  What  la  the 
tendency  of  the  camput.  end  classrooms  ru  judged 
by  ihel.-  products. 

Are  Indifferent  students  finding  a  vital  faith? 
Are  foreign  students  entering  the  Christian  Ufa, 
or  are  those  of  them  who  came  as  Christians  be¬ 
coming  lukewarm  or  agnostic? 

Are  men  and  women  living  cleaner  lives  because 
they  came  on  the  campus,  or  are  they  aoqulring 
habits  that  are  detrimental  or  destructive?  Are 
they  learning  to  drink  and  to  waste  their  resources 
betting  on  the  game. ;  are  they  squandering  time 
and  money  In  foolsih  and  harmful  pleasures;  are 
they  filling  their  minds  with  unclean  stories;  or  1> 
the  whole  atmosphere  of  the  plaoe  opposed  to  evil 
and  Idle  habits  and  customs? 

Are  the  relations  between  men  and  women  whole¬ 
some  or  unwholesome?  Is  the  fraternity  and  sor¬ 
ority  life  destructive  or  con  dructlce?  Is  the  camp¬ 
us  spirit  one  of  snobbishness  or  demorerncy? 

U  the  tendency  of  athletics  toward  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  clean,  well-rounded  physical  manhood  lor 
all  in  the  Institution  and  toward  the  growth  of  a 
spirit  of  wholesome,  relatively  inexpensive  play, 
or  Is  the  air  of  the  training  quartera  and  field 
foul  with  profanity  and  obscenity;  do  the  majority 
of  the  student,  take  no  part  in  the  sports,  are 
the  eligibility  rules  Ignored,  and  la  crooked  playing 
condemned  If  the  athlete  can  "got  away  with  it?" 

Ip  there  an  honor  system  which  is  scroupously 
observed,  or  Is  cheating  In  the  class-room  and  ex¬ 
amination  hall  so  common  as  not  to  cause  com¬ 
ment?  Does  the  curriculm  promote  honest  think¬ 
ing  and  bard  work,  or  fa  the  scholarship  held  in 
respect. 

Are  students  on  home  going  during  vacation 
time  and  after  graduation  more  active  in  the  church 
In  the  young  people’!  eocltey.  In  the  Sundey 
school,  and  In  the  T.  M.  C.  A.  or  the  Y.  W.  C.  A. 
than  they  were  before  they  left  college,  or  have 
they  lost  what  Interest  they  ad? 

Are  the  Christian  Associations  on  the  campus 
l;ourlnshlng  and  do  they  command  the  support  and 
respect  of  the  ablest  men  and  women,  or  are  they 
officered  by  the  weaker  members  of  the  college  com¬ 
munity  an  1  held  In  contempt  by  what  the  graduate 
terme  the  "representative”  students?  Are  the 
chapel  service  and  the  local  church  a  vital  part 
la  the  college  life,  or  Is  It  one  perfunctory  and 
the  other  poorly  attended? 

Hew  are  students  determining  their  life  work? 
Are  the  y  facing  It  unselfishly,  and  are  large  num¬ 
bers  deciding  while  In  oollege  to  enter  the  Chris¬ 
tian  ministry  or  some  other  form  of  religious 
leader  hip  in  this  country  or  Inforelgn  lands,  or 
are  the  ministerial  association  and  the  volunteer 
band  languishing  and  are  many  who  came  to  ool¬ 
lege  headed  for  the  ministry  and  the  mission  field 
loving  their  purpose? 

Inth  e  last  analysis  It  Is  by  the  answers  to 
these  question,  that  the  tender  dee  of  a  college 
must  be  judged,  for  they  are  but  the  principles 
of  Christ  applied  to  student  life. 

When  Institutions  are  measured  by  the  standards 
given  above.  It  le  obvious  that  none  will  be  found 
perfect.  On  every  campus  there  are  trad  red  les 
for  which  the  college  is  not  primarily.  If  at  all. 
responsible;  It  fa  by  the  general  tendency  that 
wa  must  judge.  If  however.  It  Is  found  that  the 
trend  U  toward  moral  and  spiritual  sterility 
and  that  tha  college  la  not  measuring  up  as  nsariy 
to  what  might  be  expected  of  a  Christian  institu¬ 
tion  as  it  was  a  generation  ago,  whan  shall  ona 
look  for  tha  oausse?  These  are  usually  not  simple, 


for  they  may  be  In  the  Institution's  environ  meet. 
Its  student  body,  Its  faculty  (Including  the  preel 
dost  and  administrative  officer* ) ,  Its  board  of 
trustees,  or  the  source  of  Its  funds.  All  of  these 
require  examination,  although  only  a  part  of  them 
may  be  toe  source  of  the  trouble. 

Many  Institutions  are  handicapped  by  their  eo 
vlronment.  It  le  hard  to  sea  a  college  situated  la 
a  large  city  whose  complex  life  It  cannot  dominate 
and  whose  tonimerclallsed  temptations  to  woridll 
nesa  and  vt«e  It  cannot  control  can  have  ns  whole 
some  a  life,  aa  one  domiciled  In  a  small  village 
or  suburb  whose  life  it  Is  possible  In  part  te  rags 
late.  Borne  Institutions  which  were  founded  la 
small  towns  have  bad  their  life  changed  either  by 
moving  It  t*  a  large  city  or  by  seeing  the  tillage 
about  them  grow  into  a  metropolis.  The  difficulty 
is  accentuated  If  the  college  cannot  provide  living 
quarters  for  It*  students,  but  can  throw  lu  Influ¬ 
ence  about  them  only  In  the  hoars  when  they  are 
in  Ita  <  la»  rooms 

In  some  cases  the  Institution  has  suffered  from 
the  changing  character  of  Its  student  body,  la  Its 
earlier  years  it  drew  from  the  families  of  the  earn¬ 
est  members  of  the  denomination  which  supported 
It.  They  sent  their  tom  and  daughters  to  Ito  hall 
not  because  of  its  preettge  but  >>■*»■»»»  of  their 

loyalty  to  (t«  religious  position.  As  ume  | - - 

however,  con|lltlons  changed.  If  the  collage  town 
became  a  dty,  large  numbers  of  students  who 
were  entirely  out  of  Sympathy  with  the  katita- 
tlon'u  religious  position  attended  it  because  It  was 
near  and  its  Instruction  was  excellent.  As  tbs  In¬ 
stitution  Increased  in  age,  many  because  their 
father  or  mother  were  alumni,  and  yet  were  iurtops 
utterly  In  variance  with  Its  religious  purposes.  Or, 
agnln  as  the  Institution  became  old  and  distin¬ 
guished.  student,  were  attracted  by  the  prestige 
which  Its  diploma  gave,  and  the  college  was  domi¬ 
nated  by  those  whe  were  looking  for  social-  post 
tlon  Others  Were  perhaps  attracted  by  the  prow 
ess  of  the  athletic  teams.  Still  others  were  swept 
In  by  an  enthusiastic  but  lodtscrtmlnatlag  cam¬ 
paign  lor  student .  which  sought  for  lumbw*  and 
nut  for  moral  and  Intellectual  quality.  Aay  one 
or  a  combination  of  these  factors  has  produced 
student  bodies  which  It  Is  extremely  difficult  for 
any  faculty  or  environment  to  mold,  aad  oftoa  by  a 
process  so  slow  that  was  unnoticed  at  the  tlata, 
..the  entire  character  of  the  Institution  haa  base 
transformed. 

In  still  Other  Instance-*  the  Institution  has  oaf 
fared  from  changes  In  faculty.  Anyone  who  bos 
Httempted  to  Help  In  the  recdultlng  of  touching 
staff*  know*  bow  difficult  It  I*  to  find  men  who 
combine  scholarship,  teaching  ability  aad  earaaal 
Christian  c.hmrflctur.  A  chair  which  must  be  filled 
I*  created  or  fgll.i  vacant  It  le  oftoa  difficult  to 
wait  until  Just  the  right  man  fa  found,  for  tnelrac 
tlon  must  be  carried  on  or  some  essential  depart 
ment  will  be  left  unmanned  Sometimes  adminis¬ 
trative  officers  become  careless  about  the  Christian 
Ideals  and  tofieunce  of  the  men  they  are  eelactlag 
and  lay  emphasis  upon  scholarship  and  teaching 
ability.  Ignoring  a  serious  lack  of  religious  sxport- 
rnc-e  and  Interest  Many  presidents  aad  families. 
In  a  misdirected  eagerness  not  to  appear  sectarian, 
minimize  or  completely  Ignore  a  candidates  reli¬ 
gious  life,  supposing  falsely  that  that  f nature  of 
the  Institution  ran  be  maintained  by  a  strong  chair 
of  biblical  literature  or  philosophy,  or  by  aa 
aggressive  college  church. 

The  difficulty  Is  enhanced  by  the  fact  that  aa 
an  Institution  grow*  older  and  wealthier,  a  poel 
tion  on  Its  teaching  staff  attracts  not  only  men 
who.  as  was  the  case  In  the  days  of  Ito  youth. 
View  a  profee»rehlp  as  a  call  to  aacrlflcal  sendee, 
but  also  those  who  arc  lured  by  the  social  position 
which  the  chair  carries  and  the  opportunity  for 
a  sufficiently  even  It  moderately  salaried  adbotorly 
career.  The  result  In  many  cases  to  that  a  man 
to  brought  on  the  staff  who  to  not  entirely  In  sym¬ 
pathy  with  Christian  Ideals.
